Rettered Crop Conditions 


Everv dav brings fresh evidence that the 
rainfall of the last fortnight has bettered the 
erop outlook in this part of the province even 
bevond the expectations of those competent 
to forecast the effect One very important 
result has been to eliminate the danger of a 
feed searcitvy next winter Feed crops are 
now striking the pace they cammonly attain 
a few weeks earlier, while native and tame 
hav meadows are showing «in improvement 
that is marked. ‘‘Haying’’ will .be a prolonged 
operation this vear and feed stacks will be 
going up at a time when ther have usually 
long been finished and roped down, But a 
feed crop that comes along late is a good 
manv times better than one that fails to come 
at all. Dairy farmers and stockmen are now 
practically assured of the fodder necessary 
to take cure of their animals through the 
winter 

Grain erons have shown an improvement 
that is surprising. Tields which ten days ago 
were heading out on straw too short for the 
binder to handle are now stretching up to a 
length that will make cutting possible. If 
both heads and straw are shorter than usual 
he less expense of handling will go some 
wav to make up for the smaller yield. It is 
now safe to sav that the low estimate of 40, 
000,000 bushels, made some ten days agvu, will 
be far exceeded by the Alberta wheat crop. It 
mav be oubpied And at present prices a crop 
half as large as that of last vear would bring 
in almost as much money, and perhaps leave 


the producer nearly as much to show for his 


vear’s work 
Gardens and field crops are flourishing 
There is a prospect of a good harvest of pota 
eo nd other vegetables, despite the slow 
ret away’ caused by dry weather in June 
While here a elsewhere crops are 
patchy the conditions demonstrate again 


that there is no pnart of the West in which 


farming is more dependable than in northern 


Alberta. Not all farmers in this district have 
rood crop On light land the grain headed 


ont too early for as much growth of straw as 


desirable Ir some localities the stand 
was poor and the late rains will mean uneven 
ripening But taking the district over, and 
onsidering the varied branches of farming
